“If this order of the railroad 
commission of Georgia is not en- 
forceable, as applicable to this 
complaint under this record, then 
we have reach the end of its use- 
fulness and it ought to go out of 
business.

Georgia would no more permit or 
tolerate a system of involuntary 
servitude, or even individual cases of 
peonage, than would Massachusetts. 
There is no. state in the union in 
which individual liberty is surround- 
ed with more safeguards than here, 
where private employers of convict 
labor have been haled into court and 
punished, when it could be shown that 
they had detained even criminals be- 
yond the extent of their legal sen- 
tence. 

With Georgia leading her sister 
states in upholding and enforcing the 
law, it would be well for the federal 
government to go slow in the matter 
of seeking to ferret out imaginary 


cases of violation of a law intended 
ito apply to a class of cases which 
have no parallel] in this section of the 
country! 

The truth of the matter is the law 
against peonage was primarily in- 
tended to prevent the importation 
across the border of a Mexican sys- 
tem which legalizes the holding in 
involuntary servitude of a laborer un- 
der contract.

work—a panacea for discontent and 


'a preventive of crime. 


Here is to be accounted for at 


least a large proportion of the scarc- 


ity of labor. For instance, suppose 
there are 100,000 negroes in Georgia 
who formerly worked six days in the 
week at 80 cents, but who now work 
only three days at $1.25 to $1.50. 
is the result? Why, 100,000 
withdrawn from the 
field for half the time; in other 
words, Georgia has lost through the 
increase in wages 50,000 laborers. 
We do not pretend to say that these 
figures are exact; they are simply 
illustrative; they give some idea of 
the condition and its extent. If the 
negro’s condition were bettered there 
would be no cause for complaint, 
but the truth is, it is worse. By 
giving the negro a taste of higher 
wages it is apparent how the condi- 
tion of labor scarcity has been cre- 
ated. 

But the remedy. We cannot re- 
duce the wage scale and thereby get 
the negro back to permanent and 
continuous labor. There is only one 
thing that will, in part, meet the 
situation—a vigorous enforcement of 
the vagrancy law. If the law is in- 
sufficient to deal with this problem 
as it exists, it should be amended 
so that it will reach the idler and 
loiterer wherever he may be found.

™force,”” ag he puts it, has no real cause 
for flight, and not ‘more than one white 
man in the community has told him to 
take wp his bed and walk. The same 
injunction is often sternly read to ob- 
jectionable white characters in any south- 
érn community.

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AS TO THE COST OF COTTON. 


A Correspondent Riddles the Five- 
Cent Proposition. 
The following letter to The New Yorn 
Herald explains itself: 


New York, October 29, .--~v.—Editor 
Herald: One of the news agencies pub- 
lishes an article in which they quote 
from your valuable paper as foliows: 

‘“‘All fair minds agree that !0 cents 
in the country is a very re- 
munerative return for the product, 

* * * that is, so long as the market 

price per bale is :vO per cent above 

the average cost of production. Ten 
cents is éasily that.” 

I venture to call your attention to 
this publication as being erroneous and 
misleading. I judge it is intended to con- 
vey tne idea that at 10 cents for cotton 
in the country, the planter is netting 5 
cents per pound. I do not know who your 
informant is on this subject, and I do 
not write ....3 article with a view to 
criticizing or getting into controversy, 
but simply to put you right and sug- 
gest that you make such investigation 
that will give you the facts in the case. 
The last three crops have totaled in 
value to the south close to $1,89!,500,- 
000, but the net profit was not near 
one-haWw of that amount, though the 
average price in 19v0-04 was 12.42 cents 
per pound; in 1904-05, 9.11, and in 1905- 
06, 11.29—average “r the three Years 


prowavbly make the average easily over 
10 cents in the country. The crop of 
1903-04 was very small,’ being only 10,- 
011,000 bales, and probably cost more 


\than any previous crop that has been: 


raised. The next season, 1904-05, the 
yield was 13,565,000 bales, and owing to 
the good prices of the year before, this 
crop was raised at a great expense, as 
every effort was put forth in the way 
of fertilizer and good  cw/tivation, to 
bring forth the vest possible yield and 
with the enormous crop the average 
price proved to be 9.1!. Last year, sea- 
son of 1905-06, the same effort was made 
for large acreage, heavy fertilizing with 
fine cultivation, but the seasons were 
against the crop and the yield was com- 
paratively small, only 11,346,000 bales, 
but the average price we: 11.25 New 
York basis. In your sta’ nt that 10 
cents per pound gives the planter i100 
per cent profit you evidently overlook 
the fact that the price of picking alone 
is from three to four times what it was 
a few years ago.

GERMAN IMMIGRANTS GAVE 
TESTIMONY BEFORE JURY 


Indictments Follow the Visit 
Charles Russell—Government 
Side Given by Gentle- 
man Close to Mr. 
Russell,

As a result of the visit south of ‘as- 
sistant Attorney General Charles Rus- 
sell to investigate alleged peonage con- 
ditions existing in thig state, the federal 
grand jury On yesterday returned five 
indictments against well known manu- 
facturers. 

Those indicted by the grand jury fol- 
low: F. B. Cole, Newnan, one bill; Jean 
Reinhold, two bills: H. L. Zeigler, con- 
nected with the Thompson company, 
manufacturers, two bills. 


The grand jury remained in session 
Several, days during which time the 
members listened to the testimony of 
some thirty German immigrants or more, 
who testified as to the alleged peonage, 
this evidence being supplemented by that 
of several government detectives who 
have been investigating conditions. 

The Government’s Contention. 

On being asked for a statement in ref- 
erence to hig peonage investigation, Mr. 
C. W. Russell, the representative of the 
department of justice, declined to say 
anything. 

“While I would like. to oblige you,” 
said Mr. Russell, “it is not within my 
province to talk for the newspapers. I 
must make my report direct to the dee 
partment.”’ 

A gentleman, however, who is familiar 
with the investigation, and wit, the pur- 
pose of Mr. Russell's efforts, and who 
has been in close touch with Mr. Rus- 
sell since the latter’s visit to Atlanta, 
On being asked for a statement, said: 

“Until a year ago, when the Clyatt 
case was decided by the United States 
supreme court, no exact and author ta- 
tive interpretation of the anti-peonage 
laws of congress existed; the lower 
courts differed about ft, some claiming 
that state laws were necessary to create 
the condition of peonage. The definition 
of that condition was thus given on 
March 13, 1905, in the Clyatt case: 

“What is peonage? It may be defined 
as a status or condition of compulsory 
service, based upon the indebtedness of 
the peon to the master. * * * But pe- 
onage, however created, is compulsory 
service, involuntary servitude. The peon 
can release himself, it is true, by the 
payment of the debt, but otherwise the 
service is enforced. A clear distinction 
exists between peonage and the volun- 
tary performance of labor or rendering 
of service in payment of a debt. In 
the latter case the debtor. though con- 
tracting to pay his indebtedness by lIa- 
bor er service, and subject like any 
other contractor to an action for dam- 
ages for breach of that contract, can 
elect at any time to break it, and no 
law or force compels performegce or a 
continuance of the service. * * * We 
entertain no doubt of the validity of this 
legislation, or of its applicalbility to th 
case of any person holding another in a 
state of peonage, ang this whether there 
be municipal ord!nance or state law sanc- 
tioning such holding. It operates di- 
rectly on every citizen of the republic, 
wherever his residen-e may be.’’

“It is claimed that the mission of the 
assistant attorney general is likely to

He was selected, as 
stated in the official announcement given 
Out in Washington, because he is a 
southern man and a gemocrat; for it 
Was recognized that the president’s duty 
of executing the peonage laws could 
not be effectively performed against the 
wishes of the better element of the 
south, because jurors, in spite of their 
oaths, are influenced by the general 
trend of public opinion about them. 

“If peonage really exists to any con- 
siderable extent, then the reports of it 
that will go back and interfere with the 
much-needed flow of immigration, can 
only be stopped by stopping the peonage.

Some other plan of preventing such 
cheating by farm hands might be de- 
vised. 

“As the south needs immigrants, it 
ought to make them welcome and treat 
them wel] enOugh to draw them off from 
the accustomed western flow. Special in- 
ducementsg that are real, not fraudulent, 
should be held out to them; and the first 
of these, it fs suggested, is fair and just 
treatment—giving them al) their legal 
rights.”’
